“On the 4th of March last a Despatch was received 
from M. Rocncuovart, the Minister for France, to 
the effect that a reduction in the duty on watches 
and clocks was considered desirable by the French 
Foreign Office in view of the decadence of that branch 
of commerce and the smuggli g caused by the pre- 
sent rate of duty being too 

As it seemed that a reduction in duties would be 
preferable to laxity of collection, the Yamen wrote to 
the French Minister to enquire whether he could sug- 
gest any satisfactory plan,{for the protection of the 
revenue} and they were subsequently furnished with 
a copy of regulations to that end as proposed [by M, 
Rocicuovanr.] 

‘The Yamen finds that by the French Tariff the Im- 
port duty on clocks is fixed at 5 per cent ad valorem, 
that on watches at the rato of one tael per pair. Ib 
is now decided to make the5 per cent ad valorem duty 
the rule in both cases. Stringent provisions for the 
prevention of smuggling have also been adopted. ‘These 
arrangements appear complete, and it is proposed to 
consider these new Rules as taking effect irom the 
lith May next, ‘ :

When reporting their consignments, and in addition 
to stating their values, merchants are required to de- 
posit at the Customs a list containing makers’ names 
and the number borne by cach watch or clock import. 
ed in order to future identification, 

‘The Customs'will, besides, impress on each watch 
or clock an official mark as a proof of payment of duty, 
and any attempt to counterfeit such mark will expose 
the goods to confiscation by the Customs, and the of- 
fender to the severest punishinent the laws authorise 
those having jurisdiction to infli . 
‘e Watches and Clocks that have been thus duly regis- 
tered, will hereafter be entitled to Drawbacks if sent 
to any foreign country, and to Exemption Certifica- 
tes if taken to other treaty ports, 

Watches aud Clocks exposed for sale in shops or 
about to be shipped from any Port, if discovered to 
be still unregistered, will be liable to seizure and con- 
fiscation by the Customs, in accordance with the rales 
and practice affecting sinuggled goods at the treaty 
ports generally. 

Whenever a merchant's valuation happens to bo 
disputed by the Customs, it shail be optional with 
the Customs to accept that valuation or to purchaso 
the goods in dispute. paying for them the value ori- 
ginally sct on them by the importer. 

The Watches and Clocks that are now in the shop 
will be regarded as having pai Import Duty ; they,@ 
however are required to be registered at the Customs 
whithin six months from this date.

Pronasiy nowhere in China, and ‘certainly no- 
where in the neighbourlood of Shanghai, can the 
effects of rebel occupation be better studied than 
at Chinkiang. Since a period three centuries 
before the Christian era this city had been a 
place of very considerable importance. It was 
the capital during the early years of the Em- 
peror Wu, of the Ts'n dynasty. Marco Polo 
describes the people us being wealthy, gaining 
their living by trade and manufactures. The 
later chroniclers speak of it as one of the most 
important cities in the empire ; its streets paved 
with marble and so crowded “ that one 
scarce squeeze through tl 
stood high in native esti 
to the entrance of the Yangtsze, and more recent- 
ly as an ontiying defence to Nanking, Its 
situation at the confluence of the Grand Canal 




































and the Great River created its importance, for’ 


the whole of the northern and north-castern 
trade naturally passed through its markets, while 
ascending or descending the exnal. Hence from 
every corner of the empire merchants congre- 
gated there, and we sre informed that in 1851 
the officially reported population (probably one 
third or one fourth of the real amount) was half 
a million. While Chinkiang owed its wealth 
and importance to its position, these gn the other 
hand frequently brouzht it into trouble. ‘The 
occupation by the English in 1842 was only one 
of aseries of cony ulsions which from the founding 
of the city had attended its growth and develop- 
ment, At least twice it had been utterly des- 
troyed by insurgents, but on each- occasion it 
arose trom its ashes more visorous than before. 
It suffered comparatively little at the hands, of 
the English, and a few months after the t: 
was signed Chinkiang resumed its importance 
asa central mart. But the destruetion wrought 
by the Taiping rebels was of a much deeper and 
more lasting character. ‘They held the city for 
five years, during which time they not only 
stopped the trade, but they depopulated the 
country round. They were not content to tear 
down and burn the houses and public buildings, 
but they also endeavoured to stifle whatever 
germs of trade might remain hidden. They 
‘made the city inaccessible by land and by the 
creeks, and they gave ita lad name, It is not 
therefore to be wondered at that up to the pre- 
sent, afier an interval of some twelve years, 
Chinkiang has not recovered anything like its 
ancient importance. But the improvement that 
has taken place is a proof of the extraordinary 
resiliency of the Chinese nature. Mr. Klein- 
wiichter, writing in 1866, described the neigh- 
Louring country as lying uncultivated in con- 
sequence of the lack of labourers. Vast lots had 
then remained for ten or fifteen years undisturbed 
by the plough, in some cases because the owners 
had been exterminated, and in others because 
the outlay required to remove the weeds and 
















































rubbish thathad collected could not be: inet hy ‘the 
actual holders of thetitle deeds, ‘Twelve months 
however worked a remarkable change, so that 
at the beginning of 1868 no more than one third 
of the surrounding country retained unproduc- 
tive, and Chinkiang itself had during 1867 
taken in just double the amount of imports taken 
during 1866, while the exports shewed an in- 
crease of 45 por cent. JSwiging by the quarter- 
ly reports for 1868, trade continued to increase 
steadily and not by any means slowly during the 
past year. Mr, Allon in his interesting report, 
recently published, sums up the result of the 
whole year, and arrives at the conclusion that 
in imports there was an increase of no Jess than. 
450 per cent over 1867. ‘This excludes opium, in 
which there was a falling off of nearly a quarter 
of 2 million of taels, or s per cent on 1867. In 
exports there was an increase of about 14 per 
cent, the smallness of which seems strange when 
we consider the vast improvement in the con- 
dition of the surrounding country. In Chin- 
kiang itself the change is said to be very 
noticeable. Handsome hongs and flourishing 
shops are now to be found where a short while 
ago nothing but heaps of ruins met the eye. 
‘The strects are filled by busy crowds, and this 
may perhaps account for the falling off in the 
export of grain, which is very noticeable. 

It is certain that Chinkiang is rapidly rising, 
and although its proximity o Shanghai must for 
many years necessarily dwarf it, and retain it 
in the position of dependant, there are many 
reasons why it may eventually attain greatness. 
Should a partition of empire take place, 
which‘is not at all unlikely, Chinkiang might 
Cagain atta ty of au imperial capital.

Tx addition to the scientific value of the survey 
of the new Yellow siver undertaken on behalf 
of the North Chitia Branch of the Royal Asiatic 
Society by Mr. N. Elias, interest will always 
attach to the changes in this perverse river from. 
its connection with the ea dawn of history. 
If it be true that Yu the Great, 2,200 years be- 
fore the Christian era, drained the marshes, and 
carried the river, which had overflowed ita 
banks and inundated the surrounding country, 
in a settled course to the sea, we have in this 
story the record of the first great engineering 
work on the face of the earth. In any case the 
great labour of the embankment of the river was 
in the days of Confu six centu before 
Christ, a work of hoar antiquity ; and tradition, 
if not reliable history, connected it with the 
naine of a sovereign who by energy in his govern- 
ment and justice in his administration rises + up 
before us like a gigantic figure reflected on the 
dim horizon of the past. At the present mo- 
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ment by one of those strange repetitions of his- 
tory which eccasionally occur, the deluge of Yu 
has returned, and-the lower valley of the Hwang- 
ho, whose reclamation was the work of the i 

fancy of the Chinese nation, again cries out in its 





* decrepit and unhonoured oldageforanother Yu to 


restore the heart of the empire. The recent change 
in the bed of the river is one of the most re- 
markable events in physical geography recorded 
in history, as the Yellow river itself, with its 
rapid current, its huge length and its strange 
fluctuations from a moderate stream to a devour- 
ing torrent has earned for itself a place sui ge- 
neris. The result of Mr. Elias’ exploration, under- 
taken at the season when the water is lowest, 
has been to establish the fact of the division 
of the new Led into three portions, from its 
departure from the old channel to its entrance 
into the sea. Commencing at its mouth we 
find the ri below the village of Tien-mén 
ad out over a series of mud banks, 
whore limits towards the shallow and muddy 
Gulf of Pechili can scarcely be defined. A little

has been more or less obliterated, and now con- 
sists rather of a series of pookithan a navigable 
channel. Over a space of country in fact some 
90 miles long and from 15 to 20 miles wide, the 
river has spread in a shallow lagoon, forming 
here and there a channel some 14 or 15 inches 
deep, winding in and through what was once a 
fertile country, but now consists of mud banks 
withered trees, ruins of houses, but in no place 
has a properly defined bed been formed. This 
portion of the river, which may be called section 
No 2, is in fuct not navignble even for ordinary 
Chinese vessels and only permits, except in flood, 
the passage of boats of the shallowest deseri 
tion. . 

The upper section may be said to stretch from 
the fracture in the old embankment in the dis- 
trict of Lan yi hien to the boundary of Sbantung 
and Chilli. Compared with the lower branches of 
the Tatsing ho itisueither sedeep nor so tortuous, 




































nor is its channel so well defined ; it bears how- 
ever in its course of 52 milesa minimum depth 
of 2 feet at the driest season and so may be said 
to be perfectly navigable for shallow draft 
steamers such as ply on the upper waters of the 
Indus or Ganges. 

From the above description will beseen thepo- 
sition of the new Yellow river with regard to the 
question of navigubility. ‘Two obstacles to this 
at present exist ; one the bar at the mouth ; the 
other, the 90 miles above Yushan. Fortunately 
neither of these obstacles are insurmountable ; 
one hundreth part of the labour said, according 
to the usual reading of the Yu Kung, to have 
been devoted to the embankment and clearing 
out of the river some 4,000 years ago, would 
suffice not only to render it navigable, but 
would restore thousands of square miles to cul- 
tivation. If the Chinese Government possesses 
aspark of that regard for ancient tradition 
which its representatives profess, it has now 
the opportunity of putting it in action. To 
imitate the labours of Yu, and to settle an em- 
pire ruined by floods as well as internal dis- 
sertion is a chance rarely offered to a statesman. 
Has the Tatsing dynasty a man fit to undertake 
the task?

As soon as he was disengaged, which was in about 
three minutes, he went to his office to see the complain- 
ant, buthe had gone'away. He would have been only 
too glad to have paid him, had he remained. 

In reply to Mr. Grant, plaintiff admitted that he 
had only applied once to him and that was in tho 
Machine shop. He knew that wages wero never paid 
inthe shop. 

Mr. McGrigor here came forward and stated that he 
saw aud heard the plaintiff make application for his 
wages in the defendants’ office on the Gth inst., when 
Mr. Grant flatly refused to pay seven of them, includ- 
ing the plaintiff, on the ground that they had’ left the 
employ and went to work at Mr. Muirhead’s. Ale had 
gone to the office to see the men paid as was his usual 
custom, thongh he had left the employ the previous 
day. Mr. Grant was in the pay box when he refused 
to give the wages. He had lent the men money to get 
out these summonses, as they had been working for 
him a long time and had been brought from Hongkong 
by him for the firm, and for whoso passages he intend 
ed sucing. 

Mr, Grant said the witness’ statement was all false. 

Mr. McGrigor repeated it on oath. 

Plaintiff, recalled, corroborated it.

Beforo R. A. Mowat, Esq: 

Lowis Minimar, seaman belonging to the Governor 
Higginson, charged his chief officer, William McCullab, 
with assault, 

The defendant denied the char Complainant, 
sworn, deposed :—That on last Monday, about 4 p.m., 
the defendant accused him of spilling water from the 
tanks and assaulted him ; striking him with his hands 
on the face and kicking him, from the effect of which 
he bled a great deal, and on the following morning, 
about 6 a.m., while waiting in bed to see the doctor, 
as ho was suffering from the beating he received the 
previous day, the defendant came in and pulled him 
out of his berth on the deck by the hair of his head 
and again beat him: 

Defendant stated that the complainant let a can of 
water overflow, which caused much damage to tho 
cargo, for which the ship must be responsible; and when 
he ordered him to go down into the hold to dry up 
the water, which, through his carelessness, had been 
spilled, he was obliged to use force to compell him t= 
go; but as to palling him ont of the berth it was an 
entire fabrication. 

‘The complainant called two witnesses, who corrobo- 
rated the main features of his statement. 
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Before Kt. A. Mowat, Enq. 
Charles Hamil, scamen belonging to tho Tuitring, 
was chargeil with being Urnhk and disorderly, and 
breaking glass in a native store tothe value of 7% cents. 
The prisoner was fined $2; and ordered to give 81 to 
the storekeeper for the damage to his property. 





James Foster and Arthur Green, seaman belonging to 
the £rl King, were charged with stealing two 
watches, a silver ring and a gold chain on ip. 

‘The prisoners pleaded not guilty. 

‘The prosecutor, a Prussian, deposed.—That he was 
an able seaman on board the Eri King; the defendanta 
were also on board the same steamer ; that he kept the 
stolen property locked in his chest which was alongside 
his berth and last saw it on Thursday night about 10 
o'clock, when he took them out to show to some of the 
men in the forecastle, as he was anxious to exchange 
for a revolver. ‘The prisoner Foster was in the fore- 
castle lying in his bunk at the time, but could not 
say whether he saw the watches or not ; after showing 
them be locked them up again in his chest and put 
the key in his pocket ; when he next opened his box 
found that they were gone, and that the lock had been 
forced. He went ashore and informed the police about 
o'clock in the morning, but on returning about 3.30 
found the two watches and the chain under his pillow ; 
the ring was not there and he had not seen it since. 

‘James Duncan sergeant of police, sworn, depose 
That about 3 o'clock on Friday morning the prisoner 
Greonand another man named Hannen were brought to 
the station On being searched the watches, chain and 
ring were found on Green's person. They said they be- 
longed to the Erl King but [doubted this statement as I 
thought they were deserters from a man of war, and went 
on board and made enquiries. I asked how he became 

possessed of them and said he had won them ata raffle 
in Hongkong. I saw the ring sold. Sergeant Hoppe, 
who was present at the time they were going away, 
seeing the ring, put it on his finger and thinking it was 
a good fit offered to buy it from him. ‘The prisoner ask- 
ed $5 for it. Sergeant Hopps offered him $+ which he 








took. 

His Worship remarked that it was improper for 
police officers to tratlic with prisoners, or purchase any 
property found in their possession, and he hoped he 
would never hear of any other instance of the kind. 

Mr. Stripling stated to the Court that the ring bad 
beon subsequently lost, otherwise he would have caus- 
ed it to be returned. Having ascertained from the 

rosecutor that he had paid 50 cents for it, he (Mr. S.) 
faa required the Sergeant to pay that amount to the 
prosecutor. 

William’Hannen, seaman, sworn, deposed :-—That he 
was in company with Green on Friday night and was 
taken to the station along with him, he saw the wat- 
ches with him and was told by him’he got them from 
‘Dutchman ; had licard Green say on the previous 
evening that the prosecutor had sume watches which 
he would do hin out of, and assigned as the reason of 
his intention the meanness of the prosecutor in not 
standing drinks. Never before heard that he had any 
watches. On the previous night Green and himself 
wore drunk inthe forecastle when the box was opened. 
Foster was there too. On the night they were ar- 
rested they had left the ship about 7 o'clock in the 
evening ; did not then see the watches with him and 
did not think he had them. A lot of the men camo 
ashore at the same time, the prosecutor was amongst . 
them : had separated from Green but bad afterwards 
met him along with Foster who went away, and, he 
and Greon went on board. ‘They came asliore again 
and he saw the watches then for the first time with 
Green, who said they belonged toa Dutchman but ho 
did not desire to self them. I told him to come on 
board and give the watches up, and wo were in the 
act of doing 80 when wo were arrested. I saw him 
sell the ring but know nothing about that. When dis- 
charged went on board and he immediately went to 
bed. ion te awake next morning heard some iy: 

ent between the prisoners, near prosecutor's 
chest 5 saw Foster have a handkerchief in his hand 
but could not say what was in it; heard him say 
to Green it was “all right.” 

‘At this stage, it being past tho time for the hear- 
ing of a civil case, the partics to which were in at- 
tendance, His Worship adjourned the case till the 
next day. 
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May 11th, 1869, 
Before R. A. Mowat, Esq. 


Green and Foster, the men charged with stealing on 
beard the Er! King, were brought up again, when the 
following evidence was received. 

Wi sworn, stated.—That on 
morning between the hours of 7 and 
8 o'clock the prisoners came on board and took off their 
coats to zo to work. After a short time they had some 
dispute between them, and went into the forecastle 
where they sat down on a chest. While there heard 
Foster say to Green “ all right,” and heard tho 
latter replying that ‘it was foolish to put it back.” 
Shortly after Foster went ashore and Green followed, 

John Gunsales, sworn, deposed :—That on Friday 
morning about 1.30 the prisoners came to the house 
where he was staying, and Green produced a gold chain 
which he asked him to go and sell ; took it toa na 
but could uot get more than $2 for it, so brought 
and returned itto him. Did not see any watch- 
es with them, 

Detective Yemans stated that when he arrested the 
prisoners he found on Foster a key, which fitted the 

Jock of prosecutor's trunk. 

The case was further adjourned to subpoena another 
‘witness, named Jenkins, whom the captain would not 
volunarily allow to leave the vessel.

The prisoner Foster stated than on Thursday night 
Green, himself and another 
returning on board, as he was lying in his bun! 
‘onine to him and asked him for his key to open a chest, 
and when he got it ,opened the prosecutor's chest ; 
he did not know it chest he wauted to o| ill he 
returned the following morning, when he told hit 
the previous night he had beer arrested and the wat- 
ches found on him, 

Green said ,that all the men were on shore the 
night the watches were taken. Ho heard the prosecutor 
endeavouring to make a bargain for a revolver, stating 
that he would give a gold chain for it. Foster also 
heant this and said let us yo on board and get the 
chain out of his box. He did not go, but on going on 
board later he saw Foster down by the chest ; and 
shortly after he came to him with the two watclies to 
pees, till the vessel was ready to. sail; he did not 

jow to whom they belonged. He was drunk at the 
timo he took them, and getting a little sober on shore 
‘was in tho act of roturning to give them back when he 
‘was arrested, 






































The prosecutor stated that he had recovered all his 
property except the ring which sergeant Hopps had 
} purchased for $4. 

Mr. Stripling stated that thering had since been lost, 
but if found it would also be returned. 

His Worship stated that as so much evidenco had 
been received and so many adjournments had taken 
place he would defer passing sentence till next day, to 
enable him in the meantime-to read over the evidence. 





R. Davidson, fireman belonging to the Viger, was 
charged with going ashore withont permission. | Pris 
soner denied the charge. : 

Henry Allison, chief engineer, deposed that the 
prisoner went on shore the previous morning wi 
out leave about § o'clock. He did not see him 
go, but bad reason to believe that he did go. The 
second officer and sume of the men had told him 
so. He returned on board a little after 9 o'clock 
bat he (prosecutor) did not see him returning. Told 
him shortly after not to leave the steamer again 
without permission. He went ashore again at 10; 
heard so after he returned from the Eri King, and 
searched the vessel to see if he was in her but could not 
find him. Afterwards about 1 o'clock saw him coming 
on board. 

Prisoner stated that during all this time he was be- 
tweon decks asleep as he had taken a glass too much. 

The chief engincer reiterated his statemext that he 
saw him returning about 1 o'clock, He was walking 
with the chief officer at the time who also saw him. 

The prisoner again denied this. His Worship re- 
marked that he was very unwilling to convict withont 
sufficient evidence, and’as it was possible that the wit- 
ness wight be mistaken he would postpone the case till 
the arrival of the chief officer. 

‘The chief officer on arrival corroborated the prose- 
cutor’s statement as to secing the prisoner returning 
on board at. the hour mentioned: 

His Worship sentenced the prisoner to one week's 
imprisonment, the limit of the vessel's stay in port. 











J. Connally, P. Moody and T, Neolan were charged 
by the Captain of the Wm. Chandler with refusal of 
duty. 

Gannolly, who was drank in Court, was sont back, 

Moody and Neclin denied the'charge and stated they 
were shipped as quarter mastors, but that the Captain 
wanted hei to grease the mast. 

The prosecutor stated that he shipped thom as able 
seatnen with the understanding that they were to do 
quarter master's dnty at sea, and that on Saturday 
when he wanted them to take out some planks thoy 
refused to do so; ho did not notice their refusal then 
as he thought they had been drinkin ‘ 

Mr. Tapp saitl there was some misunderstanding as 
tothe agreement. The crew were Malays with the 
exception of four Europeans, and when such is the 
case the latter are always shipped as quarter masters 
whose duty while in port is to look after the time 
and the deck.

Sonso, n seaman belonging to the Agumemnon, was 
charged with being drunk and disorderly. ‘The pri- 
soner was fined $3. 


J. McRitchie was charged with being drunk and 
creating a disturbance in the ‘Carlton Rooms” 

‘The complainant, William Carl Heinrikson, manager, 
‘orn, stated that on the previous day the prisoner 
and others came there and, after having drink for 
which they didnot pay, began to abuse the complainant. 
He then sent for a policeman and had the prisoner 
taken into custody, but preferred no charge against 
him, thinking that he would not return, Afterwards 
he returned with another, and began abusing him, 
ao he then caught the prisoner by the arm to walk 
him to the door, The prisoner then turned and 
madea blow at him, and he ran into the Reading 
Room, where the prisoner and the man along with 
him followed, so he was obliged to defend himself. 
‘The prisoner stated that he was drunk in the place 
but did not strike the complainant. 

Complainant, in reply to His Worship, who remark- 
ed on the appearance and frightfully abused coun- 
tenance of the prisoner, stated that the prisoner's 
disfigured faco was tho result of his handiwork. 

‘The prisoner here stated that he must have been 
hit with something moro than the hand, as he saw 
tho complainant with ‘ brass knuckles,” and that he 
received a bad cut on his head as well as what he 
had received on his face. 

Complainant, inreply to tho Bench, stated that he 
was a Norwegian ; further that the prisoner did not 
hit him, but had-once raised his hand to do so, and 
that the bruises on his face were caused by the ring ho 
had on his hand when he struck him, 

His Worship, who considered that a great amount 
of unnecessary violence had been used, dismissed the

D. Campbell was charged by sergeant Scully with 
interfering with him in the discharge of his duty. - 

‘The complainant stated that after the last prisonor 
had been locked up the defendant came to the station 
and wanted to go bail for him ; and that his bail being 
refused, ke being in liquor at the time, became in- 
solent and refused to leave the station, and caught 
hold of the prosecutor by the arm, which ho held till 
he had almost to knock him down. His arm is black 
since, He was then put in the lock-up. 

‘The defendant, who said he was very sorry for his 
conduct, was fined $3.

Simon Thomas, able seaman belonging to the Mhin- 
fell, wos charged was creating a disturbance and 
breaking six glasses ina native store, and also with 
assaulting the proprietor. 

‘The prisoner denied the char, 

‘The constable who arrested him stated that he saw 
the six broken glasses, and as the prisoner was very 
drunk and noisy and inclined to fight he took him to 
the station. 

Si-a-lin, the complainant, stated that about 2 r.a., 
on the previous day, the prisoner with another man 
came into his store and wanted to get two bottles of 
brandy for 25 cts. ‘The prisoner endeavoured to carry 
off the two bottles for the amount (25 cts.) he tender- 
ed, and when complainant went to oppose his exit he 
qwas assaulted, and the tumblers in question were 
broken. 

‘The prisoner denied all this ; and said that he and 
one of his comrades wanted each to get a bottle of 
brandy. He bad given complainant the quarter dollar 
for one bottle, but it was handed to his comrade, and 
when he asked for his bottle complainant denicd 
having received any money from him. He then made 
a blow at him, but no glasses were broken. 

His Worship fined the prisoner $2; and ordered him 
to pay $1 as compensation to the complainant for tho 
loss of the glasses. 


A-seaman, belonging to the Bob Tail Nag, was 
Drought up in the custody of tho constable of the 
Sailor's Home on the charge of being absent without 
Teave from his vessel, which was to leave in the course 
of the day. Mr. Tapp stated that all his captain 
desired was that the prisoner be put om board before 














the vessel left. His Worship ordered the prisoner, 
who seemed in an exited state, evidently resulting 
from recent indulgence in liquor, and who made some 
incoherent remarks about Daniel O'Connell and the 
“Old Country,” to be retained in custody till the 
sailing of the vessel. :

Jackson, a seaman belonging to the /feather Bell,

duty preferred against him by the captain of the 
vessel. Up to 30 minutes paat the time appointed for 
the hearing of the summons, the complainant hal not 
put in an appearance, so His Worship told Jackson to 
return to his duty. 

Jackson then stated that he had been the subject of 
much ill treatment on board, and had been assaulted 
recently both by the captain and second officer, and 
had, moreover, been denied permission to visit the 
Consul to lodge a complaint. 

His Worship told him as that was the case to get 
out a summons for assault against the second officer. 

Shortly after, the complainant came into Court and 
in reply to the Bench as to his late appearance when 
he knew the case was to come off at an appointed hour, 
stated that he did not know till that morning that the 
summons had been issued. 

His Worship said. he would investigate the charge 
at the same time with that against the second officer. 








E. Miller, steward of the Titania, was charged 
by Captain Burgoyne of that vessel with embezzlement 
of the ship's stores, 

The prosecutor stated that the deficiency as yat dis 
covered amounted to 126 bottles of Beer, 6+ bottles of 
Sherry, 13 bottles of Brandy, 7 bottles of Champagne, 
L bottle of Gin, ond 67 Ibs. of Bacon ; and added that 
when he succeeded Captain Deaso, the late master of 
the vessel, in London, he was told and believed that a 
responsible steward, who bore ‘a high character and 
was several years in the same employ, had charge of 
the stores. Believing thus in his honesty, he did not 
troublo himself about the storps, and only kept an 
account of what was actually consumed on boat 

The prisoner admitted taking all the liquor, but 
denied the embezzlement of the Bacon ; and said that 
he was very sorry for what he had done and had ex- 

ressedl his contrition and apologized to the captain 
fore the summons was taken out, whom he also told 
he was willing to pay for the property out of his wages. 
as far as they went and to give the rest in his labour ; 
it was his first offence in the 10 years’ which he served 
in the same employ. 

In reply to the Bench, the prisoner said he had 
partly consumed the liquor himself, and the first and. 
second officers had consumed the rest. 

The prosecutor expressed his unwillingness to be- 
lieve the statement that tho officers had any participa- 
tion whatsoever in the act, but was of opinion that 
they had been sold by the prisoner. 

In reply to His Worship, Captain Burgoyne stated 
that the Wages coming to the prisoner did not amount 
to more than £10, whereas tho property lost, estimated. 
at its market value in Shanghai, exceeded £80 ; further 
that it was only on Saturday the prisoner expressed 
any sorrow for his conduct, though the loss was dis- 
covered before the Inst voyage to Foochow, when it 
was entered in the Official 

The prisoner again reiterated his previous statement 
as to the officers’ participation in'the consumption of the 
property; and added that the last made away with 
was at Foochow, when, during the captain's absence, 
the chief mate and himself drank two bottles of claret 
sitting in the cabin, 

His Worship addressing the prisoner said he consi- 
dered it very improbable that this was his first offence 5 
it was, however, the first that was found ont and 
brought home to him, and it was, tosay the least of 
it, a wholesale robbery. Ho could not take into consi- 
deration, under the circumstances, his provious good 
character or long service as matters of extenuation and. 
would reserve sentence till next day. And addressing 
the prosecutor’ told him to exercise his own discretion 
in proceeding against the officers of the. ship for their 
alleged participation (should he believe it) if not in the 
actual embezzlement, at least in its results. 

‘May 19th, 1869. 
Before R. A. Mowat, Esq. 

A seaman named Pearson, belonging to the Argonaut, 

was charged with being drunk andincapable. Fined $1. 
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A seaman, belonging to the Lennox Castle, was charg- 
ed with being drunk and creating a disturbance. When 
taken into custody he was stripped and in combat 
with ono of his shipmates, who fled at tho approach of 
the constable The constable stated that he made 
some vigorous efforts on his way to the station to effect 
his escape, but without success. Fined $3. 


A man of colour, named Mahomed, was charged with 
stealing a quantity of fron from Muithead’s Foundry. 

On the application of Inspector Stripling an adjourn- 
ment was granted to enable the police to obtain other 
witnesses, as the only evidence as yet procurable was 
that of two natives who had purchased the goods, and 
were themselves implicated.

THE FRENCH MUNICIPALITY. 


A Mzsrixoof Residents on the French Concession 
was held on the 15th instant, to consider the budget 
for the ensuing year. The estimated receipts for 
1869-70 are Tis. 82,256, including a balance of Tis. 
6,066 from the past year ; and the expenditure is es- 
timated at Tls. 77,774, leaving an estimated balance of 
Tis. 4,452 on the 31st March 1870. ‘The estimated re- 
ceipta are thus Tis. 10,000 Ieas than last year—from 
the following causcs. | Only Tis. 7,600 are expected 
from Wharfago dues, instead of Tis. 15,000 ; and the 
‘commutation of Tis. 4,000 a year from the Taotai, on 
account of gambling tax, has lapsed. On the other 
hand, Tls. 2,000 more will be derived from “ quay and 
jetty-duty ;” the S, S..N- new wharf being the surplus 
contribute z 

Mr. Boxsrviiix resd the detailed statement, and 
explained that the receipts for the past year hid been 
about Tis. 5,000 less than was anticipated, because 
the Wharfage Dues had produced about Tis. 7,000 less 
than had been estimated ; but setting theso aside, the 
revenue had exceeded the estimate. Si congratulated 
the Land Renters on the satisfactory state of the fi 
ances. Two years ago, they were indebted in Tl 
15,000; this bad beon paid off ; the revenue had in- 
increased, and was now stable. 

Mr. Yares wished to make a few remarks in regard 
to the tax on Sampaus. He wished to ask whether it 
included a tax on Sampans plying on the Yang-king- 

ng and on the city moat, as he thought a tax on 

ate plying on these creeks wasa suicidal one, He, 
unfortunately, lived in the West part of the settle: 
mont, and le could get nothing taken to his house, 
without first writing out a pass, and eventually pay- 
ing $1 tax. The result was that tho Chinese refused 
to occupy houses in this partof the settlement. Tho 
Municipal Police stood thero to collect tho tax—a 
guard as it were between the residents and their in- 
terests, If tho of these crecks were freed, 
double the house tax would, he thought, be collected, 
as Chinese would go to live where now they will not. 
Only a little time since he had noticed a policeman 
chasing some boats which wore trying to escapo beyond 
tho Ningpo joss house. He caught one, which had to 
pay $1, and as it happoned to contain bricks for his 
own (tho speaker's) use, he had, of course, eventually, 
to pay it. The tax on boats in the Yang-king-pang 
was less important than that in the Moat, because 
was evaded by boats landing their goods on the 
English Bund and carrying thom ovor the bridge. 

M, Bonxevitiz bogged Mr. Yates to send in his 
remarks in writing to the Council, and assured him 
‘hey would mect with every consideration. 

Mr. Yates wished also to call attention to a tax le- 











vied on boats passing through the ci oat th 
Chinese authoritics.

Mr. Hoce enquired how much had been collect- 
ed since.

Mr. Bernard wished to draw attention to the 
amount written off as bad debts—Tis. 880. He 
considered that the greater portion of this amount 
had been recklessly allowed to be incurred, and 
mentioned the names of three of the debtors 








who notoriously were unable to pay, but 
who had yet been supplied with fittings and 
with gas for many months; one to the ex- 
tent of 8300, another S111 for” fittings ‘alone, 
and a third $72 for fittings, and ga» for three 
months. He wished to know if proper security 
had been received to justify that amount of credit 
being given, and if part of the cost of the fittings 
had been paid by the landlords. He disclaimed 
any inte :tion of making remarks of a pereonal na- 
ture, but he thought he would be failing in his 
duty were he not tu bring the matter forw: 
‘The men whose names he had mentioned it was 
well known had no prospect of paying. He 
thought that those who could not pay should be 
supplied with the fittings on loan till payment is 
finda, Had any dividend been paid on these 
estates 7 

The Secretary said that no dividend had been 
received. When the gag was supplied to these 
consumers there was a fair prospect of payment. 
It was impossible for him always to tell in a fast 
changing place like Shanghai who were safe, and 
it would not do to refuse supplies to a person 
because he had been bankrupt. There were 150 
accounts to collect monthly, and no one knew the 
trouble which they cause. “A very large propor- 
tion of the consumers, large firms as well as small, 
take exception to their bills, and grumble at the 
price. Ifthe directors gave instructions not to 
supply gas to these who were in arrears, he could 
act in accordance, but he had none, and it was 
difficult for lita to kuow how to act. Those who 
did not take « narrow view of things aud would 
look back would sec tiut the losses had been in 
reality very small. 

Mr. Berwano asked if the proceeds of the fit- 
tings went to the landlord, and if Mr. Cowie was 
agent for the landlord. 

‘Mr. Cowre answered in the affirmative,and said 
that when the fittings were supplied there was no 
rent due. 

Mr. Baryes thonght that too many months’ 
credit had been given. 

Mr. Hogg deprecated the personal nature of 
the discussion. He thought the Directors and 
not the Sceretary were to blame. 

The Secretary again stated his opinion that 
it would be against the interests of the company 
to stop supplies to customers who did not pay 
regularly. In answer to Mr. Kine the SEcre- 
TARY stuted that about ten accounts in a month 
were disputed. 

Mr. Baryes thought that a much larger num- 
ber would be, if peuple took the trouble to ex- 
amine their accounts. 

Sir Ep. Hornsy was sorry to see that the dis- 
cussion had taken so personal a turn, no doubt in 
some of the cuses the Secretary was justified in 
assuming that the assets of the parties’ referred to 
would cover their gas bills. 

Mr. Carter said, perhaps the directors would 
refund the amount of bad debts, which they how- 
ever declined.to do. 

The Curarmatan said that this was the first time 
Mr. Bernard had referred to these bad debts; he 
ought first to have drawn the directors’ attention 
to them. . 

Mr. Canrgr would remind the directors that 
they could not plead ignorance. 

The Cuairwan said that the directors could 
not look into every small detail If the share- 
holders expected them to do so they would cer- 
tainly resign. 

Mr. Bernarp said he hoped his remarks would 
not be taken as a personal attack, and begged to 
be informed if he was out of order in bringing the 
matter forward. He considered, however, that he 
would be failing in his duty as auditor were he 
not to draw attention to it. He was also there 
as a sharebolder.

NEWS OF THE WEEK. 
We have had no Mail from Europe or America since 
we last wrote, nor have any further Telegrams come 
to hand. 

The meeting of shareholders in the Gas Company 
has been the most interesting event of the week to 
Shanghai residents. One gentleman made some very 
hot remarks as to the amount of bad debts incurred 
and other matters, which almost amounted to a 
charge of neglect of duty on the part of the directors 
and secretary, and was eagerly followed up by other 
speakers, who no doubt felt somewhat disappointed 
that the directors had not declared a dividend. It 
was shown, however, that the affairs of the company 
were actually in a prosperous condition, and that the 
amount of bad debts had in reality been very small. 

The directors were authoriesd to apply the profits 
realized during the year, ‘Tis. 13,000, towards paying 
off the debentures. Much disatisiaction was expressed 
at the high price at which gas is still maintained, 
but the diréctors would not promise a reduction. We 
give a full report elsewhere. 

The last news of the Yangtsze Expedition is thus 
given by the Evening Courier :— 

“Letters from the gun-boat- Opossum at Tchang, 
dated May Ist, state that the surveying party had 
returned from Quai-chow, 102 miles higher up the 
River, and were to proceed in the Fuust on the Sth 
instant, to make a complete survey from Ichang to 
Hankow. The river at some of the mpids was very 
narrow, aud running in a curreut from $ to 10 knots 
an hour.” 

“The Faust had arrived safely at Hankow when 
the Moyune left, having brought the surveying party 
back, after completing a survey ofithe River as far ag 
Kwei-foo, 340 miles from Hankow, with enlarged plans 
of the Rapids, Shasze and Ichang. ‘The Yangtse from 
Yoh-chow was found navigable for vessels of 7 feet 
Araught only, and tho Rapids impracticable for fo- 
reign craft. The Opossum remains at Ichang awaiting 
the return of Messrs, Swinhoc, Michie and Francis.” 

‘That unlucky institution the Shanghai Club has 
again got into difficulties, The shareholders have ad- 
dressed a circular to tho members threatening to 
close the building, if they will not consent to an ad- 
dition of $1 to the monthly subscription, We are 
afraid fortune will not smile on the institution till it 
has paid back the Recreation Fund. 

The Daily News mentions that, althongh there is 
no doubt of the new church being finished by the 
first Sunday June, there is a financial hi 
which may prevent its being opened for public 
worship. ‘The builders naturally want their money 
before they give up possession of the building; and 
the Trustees are reported not to have the money in 
hand. 

‘The following changes have taken place in the Bri- 
tish Consular Service, Mr. W. M. Cooper has been 
appointed acting Consul at Taewan, vice Mr. Gibson, 
aud will be relieved at Chinkeang by Mr. G. Jamie- 
sou, Mr, Gibson is removed to Canton, vice Mr. Ma- 
yers on temporary leave of absence. 

We have with regret to announco the accidental 
death by drowning of Mr. Widley, Lighthouse en- 
gineer of the Custos. It seems that in the heat of 
the forenoon of Sunday, the deceased went to bathe 
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in the Soochow creck, when through an unaccount 
able accident he disappeared. The body was shortly 
afterwards recovered. Mr. Widley leaves a wife and 
family in England. : 
A melancholy accident happened a day or two ago. 
Tho lorcha Tom, belonging to Mr. Harvie, Builder, 
engaged in transporting materials to Gutzlaff for the 
lighthouse in process of erection there, has been lost 
with all hands except one, a Chinamen. A young 
Englishman named Hill, who was in charge at the 
time, was amongst the number lost. 

Another foreigner has also met his death by drown- 
ing, Andrew Wilson mate of the W. E. Gladstone 
having fallen into Muirhead’s dock about 11 p.m. ,on 
‘Tnesday night, 

One of the daily papers states that the Chinese 
Government have purchased the property between 
Messrs. Boyd and Co's. and Mr. E. A. Reynolds’ pre- 
mises on the Pootung side and intend erecting work- 
shops thereon in connection with the Harbor Master’s 
Department. The works required for the new Light 
Houses will, we understand, be prepared there. 

The Costa Rica, on her last trip, brought Mr. 
Bonman, who is to relieve Messrs. Russell & Co., of 
the Aveucy of the P. M.S. Co. Mr. Geo. Lane, son 
of Capt. Lane, late of the Oriflamme, and now P. M. 
S. Agent at Hongkong, is to be Mr. Bonman's as- 
sistant, 

It is stated hy the Evening Courier that tho Ther- 
mopyla.in starting on her recent voyage to Foochow, 
made the run from the Red Buoy to the Light-ship in 
2 hours ;—a speed well sustaining the prestige of her 23 
days ruu from Sydney to Shanghai. 

‘The Piscataqua in going out on Saturday was found 
not to answer her helm, and was nearly going up the 
Soochow Creck. When below Woosung she went 
ashore near the French godowns, but was got off with 
the help of the Qua-shing at the next tide, and with- 
out sustaining any damage. 

A fire broke out on Saturday night, on the South 
side of the city; but at so great a distance that no 
foreigner, except a few “Hooks and Ladders,” got 
there. About 30 or 40 houses were burnt. The only 
noticeable feature was that, instead of the usual little 
Chinese ‘‘squirts” there were three very fair engines, 
and it was entirely owing to them that the fire did 
not spread further. Had the Chinese firemen exbibit- 
cd the slightest pluck, it would have been confined 
within a still smaller compass.—. 0. Daily News. 

A meeting of those willing to aid in the formation 
of a company to work the Fire Engine recently pur- 
chased for the French Concession waa held at the 
Hotel des Colonics last night, and ‘was so numerously 
attended that no Jess than one hundred and fifty names 
were at once enrolled. The weight of this Engine 
will necessitate a large number of hands to run it, and 
we are therefore glad to see our French neighbours are 
taking to the formation of a company with such spirit. 
It is also in contemplation to establish a Hook and 
Ladder Company in connection with the French sec: 
tion of the Shaughai Fire Department.—Zvening Ex- 
press, 

We hear that by this outward mail some rare 
specimens of the feathered kind are to be sent from 
this port direct tothe Zoological Gardens. They are 
natives of the Upper Yangtsze, and will no doubt be 
A great addition to its already fine collection of birds. 
A special messenger is to be ent in charge of them 
to ensure due care: being paid them on the voyage. 
The selection has we believe been made by Consul 
Swinhoe who is well known asa most accomplished 
naturalist —Evening Express.

Pexine.—The Recorder states that information has 
come to hand by the Manchu that the the upper waters 
of the Peiho have burst their banks, and that water 
communication with the wastern districts of Chihli has 
Deen stopped. 

Basxow.—It is stated that there have been three 
destructive fires at Hankow recently, taking place in 
rapid succession, and doing a large amount of damage 
to native property. It is supposed that they were the 
work of incen‘liaries, 

Aloxcxoxe.—The China Sail learns that the French 
coolie ship Zamaris, respecting which we copied 
some particulars from the Straits Times, has been 
found by the Dutch man-of-war Borneo. It ap- 
pears that the Captain, who was left bound when 
the mate and crew left the vessel, was released 
immediately afterwards and (so the captured coo- 
lies say) jumped overboard ,to try and reach the 
boats, but sank and was drowned. The vessel was ta- 
ken to Padang, and some twelve of the coolies have 
been forwarded to Batavia, the remainder being under 
guard of the Borneo. Here isa tale of the sea for 
those compiling statistics upon the subject of the coolic 
trade. 

Yoxouams.—We take the following items from the 
Overland Summary of the Japan Times. 

The Mrkapo_ arrived in Yedo on the 9th 
inst. and the Daimios are coming in fast. Tho 
Great Countil of nobles, which has been on 
the point of assembling to settle the future con- 
stitution of the country any time these three years, is 
really now to mect. The most important subject for 
its deliberation is, of course, the proposition made by 
a majority of the leading men in the country to con- 
centrato the whole Civil Military and Naval power 
in the hands of His Imperial Majesty, to abrogate the 
independent rights and privileges of the several Da- 
imios as Princes, and to make of them high officers, 
governors of provinces, &c., under the supreme govern- 
ment, and thus to consolidate the power of Japan and 
enable it to take its legitimate place among the nations. 
Of the value of this proposal to the country there can 
be but one opinion, and so far as our necessarily limit- 
ed view of Japanese political movement extends, there 
seems to be little danger of its rejection. That such 
extension of the Mixapo's material power over the 
country will be followed by the opening of the whole 
of Japan to foreign enterprise there can be no manner 
of doubt, and it is clearly our interest now to support 
and strengthen the Central Government by every me- 
ans in our power. 

‘We have just obtained the draft Rules and Regula- 
tions for the Parliament of Kerais or lower House of 
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Assembly, which met onthe 18th ulto, We give in 
another column a translation of this highly intoresting 


paper. 

We shall be glad to be able to report the settlement 
of affairs in the North. The Imperial fleet, including 
the Stonewall, has arrived in safety in Awamori Bay, 
where about 12,000 troops are understood to be con- 
centrated, and we are in daily expectation of hearing 
of the commencement of hostilities. (Since the above 
was written, we have received information of an at- 
tempt to cut out the Stonewall on her way up, of which 
we give particulars in another column.) ‘The presence 
of foreigners in the camp of the fugitive kerais of To- 
kugawa has materially complicated the question. But 
for these few French officers, the pirates would have 
long since yielded without a blow ; they have encour- 
aged, taught and assisted them to resist and such is 
the prestige and real value, too, of foreign skill in the 
art of war that, overwhelming as is the Mrkano’s 
power compared to that of the handful of rebels op- 
posed to it, it may be long before his authority is re- 
established and his forces may have to undergo shame- 
ful defeat. It is surprising, and is the subject of 
universal comment, that the Representative of France 
in Japan, after his formal acknowledgment of the 
‘Mixabo as supreme ruler of the country, has hitherto 
refrained from demanding from ExomoTo the rendition 
of the French officers now with him, some of whom 
are actually deserters from their flag. It is quite 
worthy of notice that, during the fortnight, three cases 
of assault upon Frenchmen have occurred in Yoko- 
hama, An attempt has also been made to fire the 
French Legation. It is difficult to disconnect political 
feeling from these outrages. 

‘The concourse of Daimios to Yedo has naturally filled 
the Tokaido with samourai, from all parts of the 
country, mauy inimical to foreigners, and most ignorant 
or careless of the new laws enjoining them to treat us 
with respect. The consequence has been that during 
the fortnight, several passengers have been stopped on 
their way to or from Yedo and ordered, in some cases 
compelled, to alight from their carriages while a no- 
ple’s train was passing. Among those so challenged 
have been Captain Cuaxpos Srasuorr of Ul. M. S. 
Ocean, the Senior naval officer, and Russeut, Rone! 
sox, Esq. H. M. Vice Consul for Yokohama and Yedo. 
The matter has been warmly taken up by H.M. Mi 
ister and no doubt proper apologies will be mado and 
any renewal of the annoyance is not anticipated. To 
the Mikapo we are willing to leave the road clear, as 
to our own Sovereign or to any foreign monarch moving 
in state along our own highways, but the nobles of Ja- 
pan must be content with the same or less attention 
that we pay to our own aristocracy. 

The foreign Ministers have made no sign as yet upon 
the currency question, the memorials addressed to them 
being still unanswered. We look fora meeting of the 
Chamber of Commerce shortly, when these memorials 
will be produced and we shall be able to discuss them. 
For our trade there is no more important question than 
this of the Currency and its settlement should not be 
delayed. 

The other important local subject, that of Municipal 
Reform, has not been neglected, The Committee whose 
‘ppointment we recorded in our last has completed its 
work and its address to the Ministers is ready for pre- 
sentation immediately after the departure of the out- 

ing mail. We hope tobe able soon to report that 
Fokehama has got a good Municipal Government, 
administered by its own citizens, and that this, which 
ought to be the sanaforium of the East, isin a fair way 
to assume its rightful position.

The following interesting items are from the Over- 
land Gazette. 

Insult. to Foreigners.—Yesterday, the omnibus 
leaving Yedo at 8 o'clock on its way to Yokohama, 
met Sinagawa a portion of the Mikado’s suite, The 
omnibus contained four passengers, viz. Capt. Stan- 
hope, of H. M. Steamer in, Mr. Brooke and two 
others whose names we have not learnt. The vehicle 
‘waited the passage of the procession, and was drawn 
up by the sie of the roed, lenving amngle epace for the 
cortége to pass. ‘The natives had to perform staniero ; 
and a two sworded official with threatening gestures 
and with great insoleucc insisted upon the foreigners 


























ting down from their vehicle. Dreading personal 
Srotonce, and as none of them ha arms, they con elnd- 
eda capliioes with the Samourai’s demands, and 0 
escaped further molestation, determining to bring the 
affair under the notice of Sir Harry Parkes that he 
might exact redress. 

The Ontraze on the Tokaido.—We learn with 

t satisfaction, that, as usual, Sir Harry Parkes, on 
Ecaring of the outrage'on the passengers by the ecach 
to Yedo, immediately wrote to the Governors of Kana- 
gawa and Yedo; and himself, yesterday morning, 
went to Yedo, to lay the complaint at head quartera. 

It appears that the insults that foreigners have re- 
ceived of late on the Tokaido, and in Yedo, have not 
been offered with any respect persons. Sir Harry him- 
self received annoyance some few days since ; and the 
British Acting Consul and his lady, with the Porta- 
guese Consul, were also compelled to descend from 
their carriage during the passage of a.‘ procession.” 
Several persons have been threatened of late, one only 
arresting a half drawn sword by presenting a Deane 
& Adams at the drawer as quick as lightning. At 
Qoyeno lately, some foreigners were pelted with eggs, 
hard boiled ; and thought it prudent to beat a sharp 
retreat. In fact, it is as evident as can be, that Yedo 
and the road thither are very unsafe. A number of 
clansmen have arrived in the city, who know or at 
least understand nothing of the Mikado's centralized 
government ; but, believing their own chiefs are po- 
werful enough to protect them, go about the streets, 
swaggering and bullying, without a fear of conse- 

ences. We may suppose that the government will 

fo all it can, but it will take some time for them to 
got all hands under control. 

Paper Money.—The foreign Consuls have received 
aletter from the Japanese government telling them 
that after the 2nd of June next, the government will 
not receive kinsats in payment of duties or otherwise 
from foreigners. It is one of those things that are be- 
yond our comprehension. The government issues a 
currency, and then steps in and says in effect that 
foreigners are not allowed to use it. So that another 
obstacle is thrown in the way of trade between the 
Japanese and ourselves. When will all this Hounder- 
ing cease? It is not only a responsible foreign head of 
the Custom house that is wanted, but a capable for- 
cign finance minister. 

‘Farrow Escape.—Last night, as Mr. Alphonse Van 
der Voo was on bis way to Benten, he was accosted 
by a Japanese, who asked him, in’ English, whether 
he was 5 Frenchman? Recsiviog & reply in the affir- 
mative, the man bade him “good night”—and passed 
on. 

A few moments afterwards the gentlemen felt a 
touch on the head, as of something intended for a blow 
having missed its mark; but his hat was knocked off. 
In picking it up and turning, be saw the figures of 
three Japanese, who had cvidently hostile thoughts. 
Having s stout stick in his hand he made at thom 
suddenly and catching one a severe blow above the 
shoulders they all fl ‘The stick was broken with 
the force of the blow. 

We have seen the hat; and from the fact of there 
being a piece cut clean out of the crown, have not the 
least doubt that the damage was done by a sword. 
We would advise great precaution at night, as it is 
quite certain there are queer characters about, 

OsaKa.—It has been resolved by the merchants of 
Osaka to secede from the Hiogo and Osaka Chamber of 
Commerce and form a separate one for that port. There 
is also some talk of establishing an independant news- 
paper. On the state of trade the /ioyo Neis says :— 

“Trade, if possible, is duller than when J Jast wrote 
you. There has been a better enquiry for Arms, and 
Xow hundreds of Snider Enficld. Tiles have’ been 
sold, but at prices which, at present rates of Exchange, 
must show a heavy loss.’ As for Pieces Goods, Vic- 
toria Lawns, 3} Boos, is almost the only article in do- 
mand. If you want my opinion as to the chief cause 
of the present stagnation, it is in the following quota- 
tion :—Kineals are 180 per 100 Silver Boos.” 

H1000.—We take the following items from the Hiogo 
News. 

The British Barque Algernon, Captain Otty, sails 
to-day for Holland direct, and is despatched ty the 
Netherlands Trading Society, who have chartered her. 
Her cargo is very valuable, and consists of Five Thou- 
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sand Tubs of Camphor, of the value of one hundred 
thousand dollars, This speaks well for the trade of 
our new port, when we can ship an entire cargo of one 
article for a European Port. 

We congratulate the shippers who have despatched 
the Piencer cargo from Kole direct, and can only say 
that we hope this is but the foreranuer of many that is 
to follow. 

We understand that from the strong odor of the 
Camphor, the Captain has had to build houses on deck 
for the accommodation of officers and crew. 

Business in Imports has been very dull during the 
week, and prices remain unchanged. 

‘Tea.—There have been a few small settlements of 
common quality. 

Silk. —A few bales have been settled, but prices have 
not transpired.
